6.— LABORATOBY 

Bacteriological  Examinations. 

Arrangements  are  made  whereby  medical  men  practising  in  the 
district  can  obtain  free  Bacteriological  Examinations  in  cases  of  Diph. 
theria.  Typhoid  Fever,  Tuberculosis  and  Meningitis.  These  examinations 
are  carried  out  by  the  Lister  Institute,  as  the  Council  does  not  possess 
the  necessary  fitted  laboratory. 

During  the  year  18  such  examinations  were  made. 

Provision  of  Antitoxin. 

Medical  men  practising  in  the  district  can  obtain  a free  supply  of 
Diphtheria  Antitoxin.  It  is  kept  at  the  Isolation  Hospital,  Potton  Road, 
Biggleswade,  and  doctors  can  obtain  it  according  to  their  requirements. 
The  earlier  this  remedy  is  used  in  a case  of  Diphtheria,  the  greater  the 
chance  of  recovery.  Wherever  there  is  the  least  suspicion  of  Diphtheria 
it  is  wise  to  inject  Antitoxin,  and  to  submit  a swab  for  examination.  If  the 
latter  should  prove  to  be  negative,  no  harm  is  done,  and  should  it  on  the 
other  hand  be  postitive,  much  valuable  time  has  been  saved. 

Tetanus  Antitoxin  is  supplied  by  the  County  Council,  Shire  Hall, 
Bedford,  similarly.

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7.— SANITABY  ADMINISTRATION. 

Water  Supply. 

4891  houses  are  supplied  with  water  through  2185  services  of  the 
Biggleswade  Kural  District  Council.  During  the  3'ear  the  services  have 
increased  by  623,  and  the  number  of  houses  supplied  bj'  225.  The  largo 
increase  in  the  number  of  services  includes  those  provided  for  the  new 
Council  Cottages,  which  are  now  being  erected  in  the  district. 

The  extension  of  the  w’ater  mains  to  supply  the  villages  of  Dunton, 
Eyeworth  and  Wrestlingworth  was  commenced  in  June  1921,  and  completed 
by  December  1921. 

The  question  of  extending  the  mains  to  supply  the  village  of  Meppert- 
shall  was  considered,  but  deferred  owing  to  excessive  cost. 

The  average  suppdy  per  head  per  dav*  (taking  4.3  persons  per  property 
and  including  all  water  used  for  trade  and  public  purposes)  is  about  29.23 
gallons,  and  for  domestic  purposes  only  14.68  gallons.

The  above  arrangement  is  a change  from  previous  years  when  the 
district  was  divided  into  two.  each  with  an  Inspector  in  charge.  The  late 
Inspector  was  also  Surve3mr,  but  now  in  addition  to  the  latter  duty  he  is 
responsible  for  looking  after  and  collecting  rents  of  the  new  Council 
Cottages. 

9.— HOUSING. 

Considerable  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year  in  the  erection 
and  occupation  of  houses  under  the  Assisted  Housing  Scheme  as  the  table 
below  shows.

In  addition  to  the  above,  8 new  dwelling-houses  have  been  erected  by 
private  individuals. 

Better  progress  has  also  been  made  in  repairs  and  improvements  to 
existing  properties,  but  with  regard  to  houses  unfit  to  repair  it  has  not  been 
possible  so  far  to  do  much.  This  latter  question  has  also  been  seriously 
affected  by  the  exce.ssive  rents  which  are  being  asked  for  the  new  cottages,  and 
also  b>"  the  large  amount  of  unemployment  during  the  year.  There  are  a 
large  number  of  unfit  houses  in  the  district,  and  it  is  a matter  of  the 
greatest  regret  to  me,  that,  in  spite  of  the  energetic  manner  in  which  the 
Housing  Question  has  been  tackled  by  you,  the  economic  position  of  to-day 
has  prevented  a greater  measure  of  progress.

Year,  1921. 


TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE 
BIGGLESWADE  RlTRAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Oentlemen, — 

I beg  to  Present  herewith  a Summarj'  of  the  Sanitary  work  carried  out 
during  the  year  1921. 

In  June  last  your  Council  appointed  me  as  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the 
whole  of  the  Rural  District,  owing  to  a rei-arrangement  of  the  duties  of  Mr. 
J.  Owen  Jones,  who  then  discontinued  to  act  as  Sanitary  Inspector  to  the 
Northern  Area  in  order  to  devote  the  main  imrtion  of  his  time  to  the 
management  of  the  New  Council  Houses. 

The  figures  given  below  therefore  include  inspections  in  the  Northern 
District  from  June  last. 

Towards  the  close  of  the  year  your  Council  appointed  Mr.  H.  Paine 
as  my  Assistant,  and  there  is  no  doubt  but  that  his  services  will  be  of  great 
assistance.. 

Housing. 

Considerable  time  has  been  taken  up  in  connection  with  Housing 
work,  many  inspections  having  been  made  in  company  with  the  Medical 
OflBcer  of  Health. 

Details  of  the  action  taken  will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  Medical 
OflBcer.

Meat  and  Food  Inspection. 

There  are  26  slaughter-houses  in  the  district,  of  which  14  are  regis. 
tered  and  12  are  licensed  annually. 

These  premises  are  inspected  periodically  together  with  the  butchers 
shops  and  other  places  where  food  is  sold  or  prepared  for  sale.

Petroleum  Acts  1871  to  1881. 


These  Acts  provide  for  the  safe  keeping  of  petroleum  which,  when 
tested  in  a prescribed  manner,  gives  ofi  an  inflammable  vapour  at  a temper- 
ature below  73  deg.  Fahrenheit. 

Wherever  petroleum  spirit  is  kept  it  is  necessary  to  obtain  a licence 
from  the  Local  Authority,  with  the  following  exceptions : 

(1)  When  kept  in  separate  vessels  and  containing  not  more  than  one 
pint  and  the  total  quantity  kept  does  not  exceed  three  gallons. 

(2)  When  it  is  keivt  for  the  purpose  of  light  locomotives  in  conformity 
with  the  Regulations  made  by  the  Secretary  of  State  and  the  total  quantity 
kept  in  one  store  does  not  exceed  sixty  gallons. 

C.-\.RBIDE  OF  CALCIUM,  to  which  the  Petroleum  Acts  also  apply, 
may  be  only  kept  without  a licence  when  the  total  quantity  kept  does  not 
exceed  28  lbs.,  and  certain  condition  made  bv  the  Secretary  of  State 
observed.
